Where are they 50 years later? Electronics 
projects and technical schools from our past

Perhaps Popular Electronics magazine was a fixture in your family’s home during 
the 1960’s as it was in mine. | was delighted when fellow SCDXC member Doug, 
WE6HB, recently advised nearly all Popular Electronics issues are now archived 


online for re-living our youthful projects. You can find the issues you remember at:

As | re-visited the November 1965 issue | wondered: What happened to all the ad- 


vertisers, especially those mostly for-profit correspondence radio and electronics 


schools whose heavy advertising kept PE afloat? Obviously, community colleges 


since evolved to fill some trade school needs but other factors were lurking. 


PE magazine didn’t survive changes in electronics (the last issue was in 1992 
after some of its advertisers, as shown below, also shut.) Buta few radio and 
electronics schools evolved quite nicely—perhaps by sheer luck as personal 
computers, networking, fiber optics, and the internet required a new kind of tech- 
nical worker. Some electronics schools wildly diversified, branching heavily into 
medical and other faster growing fields. So here’s an internet-derived reunion of 
where the electronics schools in Popular Electronics 50 years ago are today. 


American Institute of Engineering & Technology, page 114: Merged in late 1960’s with 


Coyne Electronics Institute (below) to become Coyne American Institute, now Coyne College. 


Capitol Radio Engineering Institute, pages 16-19: acquired by McGraw-Hill in late 60’s and 
integrated with National Radio Institute (see below), now defunct. 


Cleveland Institute of Electronics, pages 102-105, and 129: Stayed close to their knitting, 
still in Cleveland offering remote learning in broadcast and industrial electronics technology 
plus robotics, computer networking and IT security, home automation. 


Coyne Electronics Institute, page 114: Renamed Coyne American Institute in late 60’s, 
became Coyne College in Chicago. Moved out of electronics into electrical maintenance, 
construction, HVAC, medical assistant, medical billing, and pharmacy technician programs. 


DeVry Technical Institute, page 3: Acquired by Bell & Howell (movie projectors) in 1967, 
then sold in 1987 to Keller Graduate School of Management. Diversified to become for- 
profit DeVry University offering programs well-beyond electronics. Now has college and 

grad school of Business & Management; colleges of media arts & technology, health sci- 


ences, engineering & information sciences. Shares are listed on New York Stock Exchange. 


Grantham School of Electronics, page 119: Renamed Grantham University, now has online 
programs in nursing/allied health, engineering technology, business, and criminal justice. 


Milwaukee School of Engineering, page 8: Unlike most of the others, today still a non-profit 
physical campus with degree programs in engineering, business, nursing, mathematics. 


National Radio Institute, second cover: Purchased by McGraw-Hill Education in 1968 and 
merged with correspondence division of Capitol Radio Engineering Institute; renamed NRI 
Schools. Ceased operations in 1992. 


National Technical Schools, pages 68-71: Based then on Figueroa Street in Los Angeles, 
later operated by Encino-based United Education & Software, went bankrupt in 1992 while 
mired in lawsuits over quality of education. 


RCA Institutes, Inc., pages 34-37: Started in 1909 as Marconi Institute, later operated by 
former RCA, Inc., and taught radio/television/electronics skills to thousands on-site and via 
correspondence. Ceased operations in 1973, citing rising costs. (Note: your Newsletter 
Editor studied some of her dad’s RCA Institutes instructional materials in 1962.) 


Valparaiso Technical Institute, page 124: Became defunct in 1991 after staff left.

QSL cards for new DXCC awards and endorsements 
may be checked by an approved DXCC Card 
Checker. This program applies to any DXCC award 
for an individual or station. Awards available can be 
found in Section |: Basic Rules, Rule 1. 


1) Entities Eligible for Field Checking: 
Except for 160 meters, cards for all current and de- 
leted entities dating back to November 15, 1945 can 
be checked. Cards for 160 Meters can only be 
checked by card checkers who currently hold an ac- 
tive 160 Meter DXCC.

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A tale of timing two bands from Los Angeles: VOCAP charts 
predicting 20-meters and 15-meters tell the story 


By Diana Feinberg, AIGDF 


The 15-meter band had been a great DX feast in the past two years but the pickings are getting leaner as Solar Cy- 
cle 24 wanes. 


The Voice of American’s VOCAP propagation website graphically show the vast predicted differences during Novem- 
ber 2015 between 20- and 15-meter propagation from Los Angeles to each CQ Zone. (For the sake of this analysis, 
assumptions reflect 50-foot high 3-element Yagis for 20 and 15 meters at all Zones, no solar storms, and include pre- 
dicted sunspot counts for the month.) 


As shown below on the left, 20-meter propagation between Los Angeles and all CQ Zones 1-13 is decent for about 
2/3 of each day (Red and Orange boxes indicate the best UTC hours for DX conditions, followed by Yellow, shades 
of Green, then Blue, and white means “band closed’”.) All other Zones have modest propagation conditions, with 
Zones 22-40 shown on the next page. 


But shown below on the right, 15-meter conditions have a lot of white boxes indicating “band closed” and blue/green/ 
yellow for marginal conditions. Nevertheless mid-day and afternoon 15-meter propagation in November between L.A. 
and Zones 32-39 is predicted to exceed that on 20-meters (see page 11).
